Lowell Zuck Travels for UNRRA Chapel Programs, 
Visits Ruins of Danzig, Poland Consultations Featured 


On August 30, Lowell Zuck, a sen- 
ior at the college, left for Danzig, 
Poland on his second trip for the 
UNRRA, helping to transport a 
shipload of four hundred horses. 

Upon his arrival in Poland he 
visited the ruins of Danzig, which he 
stated, “are practically all that re- 
main of the city.” UNRRA took all 
the “cowboys” on a tour and they 
saw the various Polish towns, among 
which was Gdynia, a new seaport 
city. The tour was completed with a 
Polish banquet held for the “sea- 
going cowboys” which included vod- 
ka and various dishes of fish and 
vegetables.

Prof. Mahlon Hellerich 
Admires Modernistic Art 

A tjip to Germany by courtesy of 
the United States army gave Prof. 
Mahlon Hellerich, new history profes- 
sor at Elizabethtown college, an op- 
portunity to pursue one of his fav- 
orite pastimes — admiring modern art. 

A former sergeant in an intelli- 
gence outfit of the army, Professor 
Hellerich spent fifteen months in Ger- 
many, where he served in a prison- 
ers’ camp. During this time he col- 
lected many beautiful “pieces of art. 

Among the most impressive of 
these is a hand-carved, life-like statue 
of Saint Paul. The two-foot-high, 
wooden figure is the work of a pro- 
fessional wood sculptor near Heidel- 
burg, who specializes in carving 
wooden figures for various cathe- 
drals. At the time Professor Heller- 
ich last saw the sculptor he was 
working on a five-foot statue of the 
Madonna for the Mainy Cathedral.

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VETERANS’ EDUCATION 

According to the September 30, 1946 Bulletin No. 105 of 
"Higher Education and National Affairs” issued by the Ameri- 
can Council on Education, Washington, D. C., veterans continue 
to apply for their Certificate of Eligibility and Entitlement at 
the rate of fifteen thousand a day. The August 31 total ex- 
ceeded four million. 

In this bulletin it is anticipated that the peak of veteran en- 
rollment will be during the academic year 1949-50. This fall, 
they state, the peak load is in the freshman class; in 1947-48 
this influx will reach the sophomore class with an equally large 
freshman class; the “bulge” will reach the junior year in 1948- 
49 and the senior year 1949-50. 

Elizabethtown college, as other institutions, in formulating 
its plans beyond 1949-50 must bear in mind certain questions 
asked by the American Council on Education. Will non-veterans 
replace veterans? Will resident extension centers, provided to 
meet temporary veteran needs become a permanent part of sec- 
ondary post-graduate schools and of the colleges? Will the new 
institutions developing primarily because of veteran enrollment 
make serious inroads on the normal college student population 
after peak of veterans have completed their education? 

WORLD SERIES vs. WORLD SERIOUS » 

For a period, the baseball scores seemed to be crowding the 
war r scare headlines from the front pages of the daily press. 

Instead of the hoarse soundings to conflict more or less im- 
plied in the general reportage of world events, we read, “BOS- 
TON TRAILING CARDS, 3-0”, “RED SOX WIN 4-0 TO LEAD 
SERIES,” and even a slight irrevelancy, for variety’s sake, “IR- 
REGULAR GAINS IN STOCK PRICES.” 

What a welcome relief from the fears that skillful editors 
can generate and less skillful diplomats blunderingly induce! 

Wherein lies the source of this remarkable change? The 
world situation? No, the World Series! We predict that in 
spite of the dearth of paper stock that has .forced a metropoli- 
tan daily to print on butcher’s wrappings, our newspapers will 
again take up the wanton sport of frightening people; and if on 
brown paper, with the same degree of fervidness as they have 
on white! 

During the baseball interim, reportage in the field of sports 
while addicted to exaggerated figures of speech, was compara- 
tively free of distorted headlining. The public is, perhaps, bet- 
ter informed on double plays than double dealing. 

Had an editor been brash enough to declare “ATHLETICS 
THREATEN TO COP ’46 PENNANT”, this charge would have 
generated not a fit of neryes, but a fit of laughter. For every 
baseball fan was well aware that the trailing Athletics threat- 
ened no one, not even the St. Louis Browns. 

Politics, however, is very unlike baseball. Flimsy headlines 
risk more than the Bronx cheer. They risk the lives of people. 

Thus, also, when newspapers announced that the National 
League was preparing for its annual set-to with the American 
League, the only disturbing fear , was that the games might be 
“called on account of rain.” 

But when these same newspapers suggested that the world 
league — the United Nations — was girding for another Armaged- 
don, when they conducted a jitters campaign whose obvious 
baselessness is just now showing its sheepish head, it surely was 
time to cry “foul ball!” 

As the next batch of scarce-heads begin to embellish the 
daily page, will the public penetrate the fetish of print to recog- 
nize the true facts shrouded behind it? 

We, at least — men and women training for more effective 
participation in the affairs of our country — must be certain to 
read aright, things perchance written wrongly. The equipment 
to sharpen our insight for this task, lies at hand. It lies in 
our books, our lectures, our researches, our teachers and our 
intellect. 

Confronted with a well educated citizenry, editors may soon 
decide against continuing the folly of “calling the pitches 
wrong.”

In a recent bull session assembled in North 
hall a few vets were discussing the seemingly un- 
settled situation in which this world of ours now 
finds itself. Only logically, the discussion turned in 
essence to the question, “Would we want to fight 
another world war or would we want our children 
to engage in such a conflict?” Unanimously, the 
answer was “No.” However, this answer was 
qualified by the clause “Should the situation arise 
again, we would rejoin the Armed Forces and re- 
turn to the fighting battle stations to fight for 
those ideals which we believe are fundamental to a 
liberty-loving people.” This, it is believed, is the 
attitude of most of the men and women who were 
members of the armed forces of this country dur- 
ing World War II. 

Are these veterans, who so emphatically say 
“No” to war, but patriotically will defend this 
country, willing to fight to see that such a situation 
never comes again when they will have to return 
to foxholes? Since college men are probably the 
men who will hold the offices of the government in 
years to come, it is believed that an organization 
should be founded on the college campuses to 
strive for a world organization which will bring 
about peace and disarmament of the huge standing 
armies and navies which are a constant threat to 
peaceful living. Certainly such a group must be- 
gin small, but through contacts, confidences, and 
correspondence with other schools, this organiza- 
tion could grow until it enhances the youth of this 
United States and further, still, that of other 
countries as well. Such an organization in the 
United States, Great Britain, France, Russia, China 
and many other countries could do a great deal in 
insisting that their respective diplomats bring 
about an insurable peace and perhaps a “United 
States of the World.” 

The purpose of this organization should be to 
place more responsible men in positions of leader- 
ship. Replace the “warmongers”, politicians and 
dictators with men who aspire to peace, free trade 
and international understanding of all countries of 
the world, men who will vote for this thing which 
the voters desire, international peace. 

It seems almost inevitable that such an or- 
ganization will be founded sooner or later. Shall it 
begin here on this campus or will you wait, watch 
and possibly criticize others who try to do this 
huge job? Veterans, here is an opportunity to put 
forth as great an effort in winning the peace as 
you have already demonstrated in winning the 
war. Time is of the utmost importance. Begin 
now!!!

“PEACE ON EARTH, GOOD WILL TO MEN” 

“Peace on Earth, Good Will to Men” is the 
spirit of Christmas. How can this spirit be ob- 
tained and used in its correct meaning? 

The world is now in a state of rehabilitation, 
which is both spiritual and physical and invokes 
justice among all races, religions and creeds. 

The problems of the world today have their 
roots in human nature. The world is supposedly 
now at peace, but is it practicing good will in 
terms of the other person? Everyone should ex- 
amine himself and analyze himself in terms of 
good will and justice. 

First, what is good will? People of good will 
would be classed as those honest, hard working 
people who desire peace, justice, democracy and 
kindliness and supplant these qualities with in- 
telligence. 

Susan Anthony, a great advocate of women’s 
rights, has well expressed the correct use of good 
jwill ip these words: “To desire liberty for one’s 

IjelFnTa natural instinct . .' . but to be willing to 
accord liberty to another is the result of education, 
of self discipline, of the practice of the Golden 
Rule.” 

Good will, the ability to think above and be- 
yond one’s special prejudices and one’s own small 
personal prejudices, begins right within oneself. 
It begins here at college in relations with other 
students both in and outside of the classroom. It 
calls for willingness to have open minds and toler- 
ate the opinions of others. The honor system, al- 
though a personal matter, is important in so much 
as relations with oneself, with one’s national and 
international friends must be based on justice. 
“God made us neighbors: let justice make us 
friends.” 

Many people are doers of good within their 
limit of thinking, but beyond that are intolerant 
and prejudiced. Everyone is sick of war and of 
prejudice. But is he sick of his own? The an- 
swer lies within each one. The answer calls for 
action and thinking. This Christmas all must think 
and work to obtain their ends. The challenge be- 
longs to everyone and can be met only when it is 
realized that good will must be accompanied by in- 
telligent action.

FOOD PRICES NOW NEARLY 
DOUBLE LAST YEAR’S, 

SAYS K. EZRA BUCHER 

\

Food prices have' soared skyward 
until they are nearly double what 
they were last year at this time, 
according to records of the business 
manager, K. Ezra Bucher. Yet stu- 
dents have not found it necessary to 
tighten their belts noticeably, nor 
have they had to absorb the increase 
in prices. The same board rates 
still prevail as did before the up- 
surge in prices, and at the same 
time the same standards of food 
quality — and quantity — have been 
maintained in spite of scarcities and 
increased prices. 

During the recent meat shortage 
the college managed to purchase a 
hog and butcher it for consumption. 

The purchase files reveal that milk 
is 4c higher than last year at this 
time; frankfurters, 21c higher — they 
were 27c last year; beef, 26c more 
per pound; butter, 37c more; liver, 
27c more; and bacon cannot be ob- 
tained. 

Feeding approximately 165 stu- 
dents, the college uses 114 gallons 
of milk weekly, 75 quarts of soup 
per meal, 12 dozen muffins for one 
breakfast, 132 loaves of bread per 
week, 14 pounds of macaroni for one 
meal and 18 quarts of dessert for 
one meal.

. . To reaffirm faith in fundamental human 
rights, in the dignity and worth of the human per- 
son, in the equal rights of men and women and of 
nations large and small ... To practice tolerance 
and live together in peace with one another as good 
neighbors. . . ” These are among the aims ex- 
pressed in the Charter of the United Nations. 

We do not wish to experience again the heart- 
rendings, the fear, the horror, the suffering, and 
the ruins of the past war years. The United Na- 
tions has been organized in the hope that the 
peoples of the world may live together as friendly 
neighbors much more realistically than in the past. 
Perhaps UN has a far more difficult problem than 
Trieste, disarmament, atomic energy control, or 
any other giant which may loom in the horizon. 

A national educational leader recently told of 
a little boy who remained with his father while his 
mother attended a PTA meeting. The little fel- 
low didn’t have anything to captivate his interest, 
so he became very annoying to his father who 
wanted to read the newspaper. Finally the father 
clipped a man of the world from the paper, cut it 
into small pieces, and told his son to put it together. 
The father hoped he had solved the problem for 
both his son and himself. In a short time Bobby 
interrupted with another question. The father was 
surprised to learn that the map was finished. 
Puzzled he asked, “How did you do it so quickly?”

“I just put him to- 
gether and the world came out all right.” 

Back of all our problems, individual, national, 
and international is the problem of man himself. 
UNO can hope to achieve its worthy purposes and 
goals only when the peoples represented are vic- 
tors on the fronts of their personal lives and are 
pledged to live together harmoniously with mutual 
respect, understanding, and good will.

Purely Perianal 


Dr. Francis G. Cornell, Chief of the Research 
and Statistical Service of the United States Office 
of Education, Federal Security Agency, recently 
announced that more than two million students, a 
fifty per cent increase over the precious peak en- 
rollment are now attending the 1,749 colleges and 
universities of the United States. This number 
does not include students enrolled in extension or 
correspondence courses. 

Dr. John Dale Russell, Director of the Higher 
Education Division of the Office of Education com- 
mented thus on this record enrollment: “The pres- 

ent student load . . . has heavily taxed the resources 
of almost all higher educational institutions in pro- 
viding adequate staff, housing and classroom 
facilities.” 

This year there are 1,073,000 veterans enrolled. 
More women, 667,000, are attending college this 
year than ever before. 

What do all these facts mean? The question 
to be determined is whether the expansion of col- 
lege facilities has been sufficient to accommodate 
all qualified persons, veterans and non-veterans, 
seeking admission to college.

Future Trends in Higher Education 

According to President A. C. Baugher, the 
American Association of Colleges at their meeting 
in Boston in January emphasized the following- 
trends in education: greater stress on religious in- 

struction, veterans’ education, federal aid to higher 
education by way of the national scholarship plan, 
universal military training and the graduate rec- 
ord examination. 

Archbishop Cushing of The Boston Diocese and 
the Rev. George Buttrick, a New York Presbyterian 
pastor, stressed the need of greater emphasis of 
religious instruction in all levels of education. 

General Bradley, director of the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration in Washington, reported that two and 
a quarter million veterans are enrolled in education 
in the United States, one half are in colleges and 
nny fourth in other educational insti-

tutions and the other one fourth receiving ' educa- 
tion “on the job.” By 1955 college enrollment is 
expected to reach three million. In prospect of 
this, Bradley encouraged the colleges to engage in 
long-range planning. 

Leonard Carmichael, president of Tufts col- 
lege and director of the National Scientific roster 
advocated a national federal scholarship program 
which would be available to the highest academic 
ranking students. 

The problem of universal military training was 
affirmatively debated by two army officers and nega- 
tively by President Mortici Johnson of Howard 
university, Washington, and President Carter 
Davidson of Union college, New York. A canvass 
will be made of all colleges in the United States to 
determine their new point. The summary will 
then be presented to the House and Senate commit- 
tees of military affairs. If this measure passes all 
colleges will be obliged to establish ROTC or some 
form of military training. 

The last emphasis was on the graduate record 
examination which has already been administered 
to pre-med students. Plans are now being formu- 
lated to have it administered as admissions policy 
for other professions and for general academic 
study.

Tu des^- bine the .methods^hy whi ch the policy of no- 
discrimination against Negro servicemen was made to work 
successfully in what was evidently the New York Stagedoor 
Canteen, Margaret Halsey, in “Color Blind,” offers a realis- 
tic approach to some of the problems of race prejudice, and 
a pragmatic pattern for their solution. 

Fundamentally, it was a pattern of education, education

PEACE AND THE UN 

“Since wars begin in the minds of men, it is 
in the minds of men that the defense of peace 
must be constructed.” This statement from the 
constitution of the educational, scientific, and cul- 
tural organization of the United Nations indicates 
something of the tremendous task the UN is at- 
tempting. Since several of us had the opportunity 
of participating in a student model UN convention, 
some impressions of world problems and peace- 
making stand out in our minds. 

First, an intellectual and emotional under- 
standing of national pressures and international 
tensions is required. We need to examine our re- 
lationship to the Soviet Union soberly, understand 
realities, and act without hysteria or irrational 
fear. 

Second, we need patience. Ordinary human 
beings, getting over the horror of war, tragically 
but naturally are fast recovering from the sense 
of devotion and loyalty they felt when the battle 
was still in doubt. 

Third and most important, we need good will, 
“peace in the minds of men.” The effect of an- 
other war should be obvious. Only as tensions are 
aired openly in the UN and precedents are set up 
in a true give-and-take fashion, can the weak 
fabric of international law be strengthened and the 
very real desire of all men for peace be realized.

A FOREIGN PROBLEM 

Shall the United States loan $400,000,000 to 
Greece and Turkey? 

The latest statement from our foreign rela- 
tions men is, “the loan should be made to Greece 
and Turkey, but only for a temporary relief and 
should include no military equipment or personnel.” 
This statement was part of Mr. Austin’s speech to 
the United Nations assembly and certainly soft- 
pedals from the attitude of President Truman’s 
last speech, which was practically a “declaration of 
war” on Soviet Russia. Additionally, it is argued 
that this fund should be controlled by American 
experts and should be repaid, even before any 
British loan. 

Considering the sum of $400,000,000 as ade- 
quate to rebuild the economy of Greece and Turkey 
and prohibit the spread of Communism, is a gross 
understatement of what it will really cost. There- 
fore, this loan is very likely to become a recurring 
tssuc, which the UN is- sot- going to' be willing to 
take off our hands once we assume the re- 
sponsibility. 

Above this fact, however, stands the import- 
ance of making the loan from a humanitarian stand- 
point. The loan should be made, but it should 
have been stated as a preventive measure against 
disease and starvation rather than a defensive 
measure against the spread of Communism.

Then after only three days, the man came back to him 
again and said: Lord, I know not how it is, but after all I 
have come to the conclusion that she is more of a trouble 
than a pleasure to me; so please take her back again. But 
Twashtri said: Out on you! Be off! I will Have no more of 
this. You must manage how you can. Then man said: But 
I can not live with her. And Twashtri replied: Neither 
could you live without her. And he turned his hack on 
man, and went on with his work. 

Then man said: What is to be done? For I cannot live 
either with her or without her!
